But we can and wo 
ought to restrain the believers in these things 
from violating the laws and decencies of the 
land. Theoretical polygamy ‘is one thing, but 
practical polygamy is quite another, The course 
of Judge Drummonp, who called upon the Grand 
Jury of Utah to find indictments against all 
persons living in the practice of polygamy, should 
be sustained and followed up. Let the judicial 
autbority be. supported by a proper military 
force, and the favorite *Institution” of the 
leaders of Mormonism can be soon and effectu- 
ally brokem'up. Upon this we have a right to 
insist; and upon the summary punishment of 
any parties against whom it is proved that they 
bave ventured to exert extra judicial authority 
over citizens of the United States, or to assume 
the coercive functions of the properly appointed 
Executive. Im a word, let the Mormons be 
‘treated as a “‘ sect,” subjected to the same 
regulations with all other sects, and pro- 
tected in the. exercise of the same rights 
with theirs. As things now stand they 
claim to be considered as a-.Nation, and 
defy the authority “of the Federal Union, 
in order to vindicate to themselves not a free- 
dom of belief but an unhallowed license of 
conduct which, as a C mn and civilized 
people, it is impossible that We should tolerate. 
If it be true that thege are persons in New- 
York who live in the practice of the Mormon 
theories, let them be at once prosecuted and 
punished, but let the force of the Government 
be put out fearlessly and promptly to deal with 
the mischief in ite centro, before it grows to 
proportions, which shall still more seriously 
compromise the character and endanger the 
tranquility of the country.

Where Shall we Build our Lazaretto ! 

We took occasion the other day to animad- 
vert upon the condition and working of our 
Dispensary system (if system it can be called) 
in copnection with the general question of 
Sanitary Police, and to expose the dangers 
which lurk in the inefficient and irregular ad- 
ministration of an institution so indispensable 
to the public welfare, The fact that the Quar- 
antine Commission, recently appointed under 
an act.of the Legislature, are now engaged 
spon another subject not less important to the 
community, invites our immediate attention to 
that matter. also. The theory and practice of 
Quarantine have been hotly, sharply debated 
during the last few years, and no inconsidera- 
ble number of learned and sagacious persons 
have denounced the whole system as equally 
inept in its origin and ineffectual in its results, 
With all respect for the learning and sagacity 
of these skeptics, we muét profess ourselves as 
yet unconvinced by their arguments and. ua- 


affected by their sneers. There are many |’ | 


cases in human life besides this case of Quar- 
antine, in which ancient superstitions assailed 
by superficial science have been eventually 
vindicated by researches moré~ profound, 
and the unenlightened prejudices of 
the past have been discovered, after all, 
to be sothing less than the i 
recognized wisdom of instinct. But however 
this may be, we have not given up the Quaran- 
tine System. We are te have a ve 
Quarantine in New-York Harbor, and the 
only practical question at issue is ‘‘ Where 
shall our Quarantine be built ?” 

The reasons which have determined the re- 
moval of the Institution from its present posi- 
tion, embody the rules which should guide us 
in selecting a new location. The two essential 
terms of the problem are ‘simply the utmost 
possible isolation from the population of the. 
shore, and the utmost possible convenience of 
access from the sea, 

The one point inthe harbor and ‘bay of 
New-York, which most completely combines 
these two conditions, is Sandy Hook; and upon 

Sandy Hook we should without question have 
already begun to erect a permanent and suffi- 
cient Lazzaretto if we could have opened the 
eyes of the lords of New-Jersey to the realities 
of life. But as Sandy Hook does not belong

A temporary building 
ou Coney Island might easily be made to meet 
our immediate necessities, and we trust that 
a project which promises to fulfil all the con- 
ditions esséntial to a perfect Quarantine will 
not be dismissed without the most faithful ex- 
amination. 

Hasty Legislation. 

The rash and headlong action of our State 
Legislature seems likely to involve our City in 
protracted and disastrous legislation. By the 
proceedings of the Common Council last even- 
ing, it will be seen that the Constitutionality of 
the new Police Law is to be contested at the 
expense of the City,—and whatever may be 
the result, such action cannot fail to throw our 
municipal affairs into great confusion, and in 
a very great degree to paralyze the Police De- 
partment,. The grounds upon which the va- 
lidity of the new law will be contested have 
already been stated in our columns. The 
second section of the Tenth Article of the 
State Constitution, after providing for the ap~ 
pointment of County officers, makes the follow- 
ing provision in regard to officers of another 
class :
